Modern English Literature characterized by a 
self-conscious break with traditional ways of 
writing. Writers gave importance to thoughts 
how individual adapted to the changing world 
highlighting one’s resilient quality. 











Poets prefer abandoning traditional rhyme schemes and started to 
write free verses. Their creative works leaving scope to the readers 
to use imaginations. 


‘Ziket’ and ‘Zinet’ poems are collectively said to be Zikorean poetry, 
the wonderful inventions in the English Literary History is observed 
to follow almost similar characteristics of modern English literature. 
It came into existence since 2015 as a powerful literary tool to 
express emotions. Several poets have been using these styles for 
a couple of years, because these are shorter poetic form of poem 
with options of rhymed / unrhymed. 


From internet research observed structure of some creative works 
by the eminent poets are same as Ziket or Zinet poetic forms;

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9. Zikorean English Literature Is Need of the Day (Joe Brazeau) 


Brevity poetry itself was revolutionary 
when it first became recognized, named, 
and accepted as a legitimate style or well- 
practiced method of writing. Haiku is likely 
Lord and Ruler of both ancient and 
modern brevity writing. 





With Haiku personally, I sometimes trip up to make sure I have the 
syllable count correct while at the same time trying to convey 
something beautiful or interesting, with a nature theme, and a little 
“twist.” (Just some of the stringent “guidelines” for effective Haiku 
composing.) In doing so, some of the creative, imagination, 
visuals, descriptions emotions and even the message tend to 
become muddled, secondary to the almighty syllables. 


Enter the Ziket. Two lines. One line up to five syllables. The other 
line up to eight syllables. Total in two lines, up to thirteen syllables. 
What makes it interesting, diverse, simple, challenging and 
addictive, is the structure is open to variance. It’s up to the writer 
to decide how many syllables (within the guidelines of course). This 
provides flexibility. Flexibility provides flow and creativity. Flow and 
creativity help allow for use of devices such as metaphors, simile, 
personification, assonance, alliteration. Try that with Haiku. 


Now, factor in the Zinet - even simpler than the Ziket. One line 
poem with one to five syllables. Next, put two or more Zikets 
together - the Zikelite. Mix up the themes a little - the varied 
Zikelite. Keep everything on the same “note” the uniform Zikelite. 
Even more detail can be added (or not) if the poet decides to make 
the Zikelite rhyme. Throw in a Zinet to the Zikelite and you have a 
varied Zikelite with Zinet. 
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Please see the end notes for links to all the definitions, 
nomenclature, rules, guidelines and helpful examples of Zikorean 
Literature. 


The need of the day, Zikorean poetry. We live in the Information 
Age. What a fabulous Age to be pioneering. This type of poetry 
couldn't be more fitting, on time and in tune. Getting otherwise 
complicated or confusing information in the form of poetic license 
across to a reader who might not otherwise understand it or even 
read.

Communication/ information/ definition/ description/ illumination — 
are ingredients, the protein if you will of effective writing. All are 
major factors to be considered in composing Zikorean poetry.

Craig, and other readers, giving a 
name to a poetic form is important. 
While someone may write such types 
on their own without knowing it's a 
form or not, it's still important it 
have a name. 





I'm an avid reader of poetry. I've come across many an accidental 
sonnet, short, brief haikus, cinquains, octains, etc. 


You probably have too. Who cares? Defining and categorizing 
and researching an whole culture of such form-- that's an 
accomplishment, and such a form should be called after that 
person. What DrZik has done in essence, is to give his cultures 
version of haiku-like poems a name. They are not Craigets, 
unless Crag did the research and categorized and criticized and 
defined scads of such art from all over the world, and was only an 
afterthought in furthering its pool of art. 


Personally, I appreciate the work he's put into this. I love 
reading and writing form poetry, and get agitated up to my 
eyebrows when new rules are created to cast out precious old 
forms. What's wrong with a 5-7-5 Haiku? We've accepted it for 
decades. That's hard to do in English. But people still come up 
with non cliches occasionally, and that's good for us. Want to go 
changing the rules? Fine, but then you can't call it by the same 
name. Let's call it something else, not Haiku. Maybe New-Age 
Haiku, or Let's Be Realistic, This Is English We're Writing In 
Haiku-- something! 


And this thing about not allowing slant rhymes in Sonnets? 
What? Shakespeare himself slanted rhymes! That was not an 
Original rule. Who defined "rhyme"? Slant rhyme? Close rhyme? 
Let's stop changing the rules already! If you're going to rhyme, 
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do it right? What kind of an attitude is that? We got past that in 
grade school! Bravo Emily! Bravo Whitman! We study them, try 
to define them in our own poetry. Let's call such poetry 
Emilyesque, or Emilyesque rhymes, or Whitmanesque, or 
Whitmanesque line sequencing. (We would, only they, unlike 
Zikorean forms already had a name). Why do you think Kevin's 
been holding these contests lately? For me, the answer lies in 
learning how to spur your creativity outward, not inward. New 
forms. New rhymes. New rules. New names. 


That's what Dr. Zik has done. But since the pool of collective 
work was so broad, he named it after the person who 
accumulated all the research-- who deciphered the forms-- who 
did the math and the brainwork. Is it self-serving to call it after 
himself? Perhaps, but it's still well-deserved. 


Don't quit writing them just because they're called after 
something other than yourself. That would be truly selfish. But 
let's not have a war over it. Maybe you could humor us all and 
just continue to call them one-liners, or two-liners.

Dr. Zik, this is an interesting 
perspective on brevity and syllabic 
patterns. I'm not a world famous 
poet; I don't know anyone 
personally who is. The only 
deliberate syllabic paradigm I 
entertain is the Haiku. 





Otherwise I just use words which allow lyrical constructions, i.e. 
they ‘sound good’ when I read them aloud. I prefer single 
syllable words when they fit into my lines or next to other words, 
and express the mood, tone or feeling I am communicating. 


I don't pay any attention at all to how many syllables are in 

any line, and probably won't, except when I write Haiku. I see 
problems with the Zik when languages are changed; undoubtedly 
some languages have greater numbers of words with a higher 
syllabic count, than others. Perhaps sonnets are not possible in 
all the world's languages. I don't know. Or some languages are 
more difficult to author Haiku than others. I'm more interested in 
writing than counting syllables; but good luck on your analytical 
invention. Perhaps it will earn a place helping poets understand 
the craft.
